,avy yard, Norfolk, has been strick- 
en from the navy list as useless for, 
naval,purposes and will be sold to the 
highest bidder. The Hornet was for- 
merly the Alicia and belonged tb'Heri- 
ry M. Flagler. She waa purchased by 
'the United States April 6, 18??, for 
$177,600. She was built by the Bar- 
lan and Holllngsworth corporation in 
1890. She is a one-masted steel ves- 
sel, 1GO feet long on "water line, twen- 
ty-four feet beam, eleven feet draft 
and 425 tons displacement.

made on the twelfth hour of the trial. 
The horsepower was 14,140. This per-
